I^ouis and other Mississippi and Ohio 
river points an ho charged that Louis­ 
ville shippers, by manipulating expense 
I bills either with or without knowledge 
on the part of Hie railroads, were se­ 
curing lower rates to southeastern ter­ 
ritory than other points in this terri­ 
tory.
